’ Havaxa, Feb, 36.—I have another wholesale
execution of Cubang, and of two Ameriean
eltizens, to announce. When Colonel Gonzales
Boet eaptured the family of the Cuban General
Figueredo, he also took a number of doenments
and letters addressed to the General,

¥rom these the Bpaninrds claim to have dis-
covered the exlstence of n junta, or associstion,
in Bantlago City, whose migslon was to nssist
the insurgents In all poesible waye. From forty to
ffty persons—planters, merchants, lawyers, doe-
tors, clarks, ete.—were at once arrested, and
the lateat news informs us that thirteen of the
most prominent have been tried by a military
commission—Iformed, as usual i this lsland, for
the purpose of condemning—found guilty of in-
Jutencia (disloyalty), seutenced to death and
executed.

The ounly letter I bave received gives the names
of only five of the victims, as {ollows:—Senor
Andres La Puente, the Grand Orlent of the
Freemasons of the island, a very wealthy plan-
ter, and & man untvermll( estcemed for his
kenevolence and fine abillties; Captain Jose

/lllalovgo, ence an officer of the Bpanish army;
Don Jose M. Portondo, & planter, and the two
American eitizens, Messrs. Charles Damnery
and John F. Portuondo—the first an American
by birth and the second by naturalization.

The actingEz:(mericun Congul at Bantiago, A.
E. Phillips, 4er in his report of the affair to
the American Consul-General here, in part re-
pairs the omissions of my correspondent, giving
the names of seven of the elght other vietims,
thus;—Benores Juan ¥ del Poza, Buenaventura
Bravo, Joaguin Bauticsteban, Diego Vinagre,
lsidro Echevarria, Bernado Cabezas, and Baldo-
mero Cosme. The Diario de la Marina reports
the number of victims as elghteen, giving no
names, but 1 am eatiefied it is mistaken, and
that, a2 stated by my correspondent, thirteen s
the number.

A MASONIC LODGE,

The executed gentlemen, when arralgned be-
ore the mllitary cominigsion that condemned
hem, admitted the existence of an association

to which they belonged, but denied its beinga
politieal junta, but only a Masonie lodge; that
they met together as ons for Masonic pur-
poses, and uot as politicians for political pur-
g, This defense appears Lo have angered
tead of eatisfled the Spaninrds.

MAEONE OR CUBANS—TREAT EACH ALIKE,

A Catalan priest, who, since the commence-
ment of the war, hus been noted for the ultraism
of his loyaltyand his violent denunciations of
Cubanps, immediately pronounced Freemasons
no better than Insurgents; that the rising of
Yaro wne plotted and planned in Masouie
lodges; that Cespedes I8 a Mason; and that
wherever Masons congregate there Bpanish
loyalty withers and eles.  With the same fanati-
enl elogquence that some of his ancestors no
doubt employed in the times of the Inquisition
for the prosecution before, and persecution by
this terrible tribunal of some person charged
with heresy, he inflamed the passions of hia
auditors, and the result was, as stated, the con-
demnpation of the thirteen accused. So true
then, it is, a8 admitted by Benor Gil Gelpi, edi-
tor of the Prensa, a thorough Bpanish fanatic,
but at the same time the most can-
did and plainest epoken of Havana Spa-
plards, that the pain of to<day is the

iune Spain of the times of FPeter the
Jruel, Philip II, and the Duke of Alba; tha
Spanlsrds have not changed. Mr. Phillips, ably
seconded by Mr. Ramsden, the British Consul,
endeavored hard and long to save the lives ol
bis two countrymen, Messrs. Damnery and
Portuondo, but withont svccess. The volun-
teers insisted npon their life-blood being shed,
as well as of thhir eleven Cuban assoclates, and
thwarted all appesls mode to the Lisutenant-
Governor of the district to save them, The two

mericans were Freemasons, and therefore
Were sacrificed to Spauish Intolerance nnd
Tanaticism.
FORTY MORE TO BE EXECUTED.

From Mr, Phillips' report, the remalning pri-
sonerg, forty in number, he says, were also to
be executed soon, and by this time must be
pumbered among the dead. From other sources,
however, I find there 1s a probability that Mr.
Phillips may be found in error. The Lieutenant-
Governor of the district is opposed to any more
executions, and has written to Caplain-General
Rodas for instructions. It may well happen
that these, when given, will be to spare the
lives of the forty men. Bul will such an order
arrive in tme to save? This is doubtial.
The volunteers, headed by Colonel Boet,
were furious at the delay caused, and were
clamoring loudly and strongly for the execu-
tion of all the arrested partles. It may well
have happemed already that the semewhat
humane l.&nmnbﬂovumur has had to suc-
cumb to thelr demands, and that, wa foresha-
dowed by Mr. Philltps' report, the forty accused
are now to be numbered amoung the dead. I am
assured thiat Americans are also included in this
lot. Aware of his inability to defend his coun-
trymen from Bpanish violence, Mr. Phillips has
asked the American Government for a man-of-
war, and it is to be hoped that one will be sent
him withont delay.

It is ehameful and disgraceful to the American
suthorities that American citizens are left so
much at the mere marcy of Spanish officlals and
volunteers, without needed s morican protec-
tion, and this, too, when uo less than four
American men-of-war are kapt in Key Weatl
harbor doing nothing, unless it be to keep that
immaculate town from running off. Mr. Rams-
den, the British Consul, has writien to his
Government that, in his opinion, a Britlsh war
weseel should constantly be kept at his disposal,
1 he excitement about the executions and pend-
ing executlons was really great in Bantlago at
the latest advices,

AN ENGLISH BSUBJECT MURDERED,

On the evening of the 12th & Britlsh subject,
Mr. Frederick Jordan, Mihll; earpenter by trade,
was most foully murdered Ly a SBpanish volun-
teer, and this naturally has &dded to the excite-
ment.

LOWRY'S SECOND LETTER.

How Bergner Does Up His “"Arguments’ In
Envelopen—-His War Record-Lowry Glves
the Feople n “Swmell”” of the Dencon’s Viles
ness,

Senator Lowry has kept his promise and far-
nished us with another eplstle addressed to
*Deacon” George Bergner, the leader of the
Harrisburg ring, The letter rends as follows: —

Hanmsnone, Mareh 2, 1870,

DEAcON GEORGE BERGNER: —

At the conclusion of my letter of yesterday

Ileft you hissing ke n gerpent at me for voting
agalnst the Metropolitan Pollce infamy. because
you could not use me, and cooing like o dove
to Governor G for vetoing this same
meansure, 'that thrift might follow fawning.'
In this you manifested about the same consist-
ency ne you do upon the blll for the establish-
ment of a new county with its seat at Tituaville.
In your vile paper beretofore, which boasts
of leading the great Republican party of Penn-
sylvania you have charged me at least o score of
L?mea with being personally interested In it to
a vory large amount in securlng the passage of
the measure; and in the same paper of the 24th,
after yon had done your infamous work, there
you say that I went back upon my personal
mterest (s thing that you were uever acoused of
doing), and defeated the passage of the new
county bill in the House. In my simplicity I
had not supposed, untll you made the wonder-
ful discovery, that 1 controlled both branches of
the Legislature. But I was led to believe, from
rumors in the ears of everv one, and what was
manifest to all, that there were at least more
tuan thirty men of the House who could each
produce two hundred belter reasons than you
give in your paper. These private reasons, if
rumor be true, were given by you to them in
envelopes,
You always have boasted that you could pur-
chase more Democrats with the same money
than yeu could Republicans, and your negotin-
tions npon the new county bill satisfies me that
for once you told the truth. You always pur-
chase at the lowest market price, and sell at the
highest.
But this I8 a digression from the main object
of my letters which I have started with. They
were not 2o much to defend myself as to expose
you, and I will not in the future be switched off
upon any side track. How dare you question
my Republicanism, and that of a band of men
too honest to be bought anil too brave to be
driven into voting for a candidate for State
Treasurer, when they knew, and everybody
knew, that your or, on had corrupted a
majority of the caucus before you had called
them together?
George Bergner, you, gir, have had an uninter-
rupted career of fraud at the capital, gathering
gains from eyery act of wrong perpetrated by the
vile of both parties in the Legslature, and were
always more willing to enter into alllance with
political foes for plundering the Treasury than
to unite with a political friend to protect it. It
is no gecret that your paper is a vile organ of a
dangerous ‘‘ring,” and the defender and coverer-
up of the tracks of the vile. You, gir, who, by
persistent practice, have lived In the faith that
the end of all public life should inure to the
corrupt fortunes of profligate ndventurers, of
whom you, a few years ngo, were & mere ap-
prentice, but are now chief, should not eall in
question the integrity or Republicanlsm of any
man.

I now propose in this letter, and that which is

to follow, to dissect your political course, and

let the 1)1:01:!3 of this State smell of you, and
they will be enabled to suy with certalnty who
have been the betrayers of the partyand the
plunderers of the State. For forty years I have
been a careful observer of politics at Harrisburg,
and for nine years, and during all the reign of
terror through which we have passed, I have
been o watebhful man of your course. Among
the masses of the great majority which compose
the Republican party Its prioeiples are held
gncred and dear, and those Republicans who
thig year refused to vote for your eandidate for

Btate Treasurer are aumnF the best men in the

State and from the most faithiul Republican coun-

ties, You were here at Harrisburg when thou-

sands laid down their lives in their devotion
to the principles of the Repablican parly,
and to-day the country ls filled with the widows
and the orphans of the heroic martyrs. At Har-
riaburg, in the elrele where you move, when the
nation was bleeding at every pore, the only in-
centive that entered the heart of you and your
associntes was to plunder—feasting on the holy
offerings that others made (o insure the safety
of the Government! You, during these times,
were clinching your games, and selling and re-
selling your influence with your horses and
mules, when the brave, the generous, and the

atriotic were spilling their blood and secatter-
rn r (heir fortunes to crush treason.

Ii'he war, thank God, has now passed. Recon-
struction is a fixed fact, and good men's fears
are not that the Government will be lost from
enemles without, but that it will be destroved
IJ;' covruptionists, like yourself, from within.
The office of State Treasurer has been one of
the medinms through which you and your cou-
federates have boldly corrupted State politics,
debanched both political parties, and outraged
the people at large. It I8 no scoret at Harris-
burg that every man, probably, save one, who
has held the office of State Treasurer sinca 1800,
and muny before that day, purchased. or by dlis-
honorable means procured, the votes of a sufli-
cient number of members to elect him bafors
the caucus was called, The caucus system of
nominations, which is a protection for party or-
ganization, has, under your management become
a gigantic machine moved and controlled by
bad men (o perpetrate stupendous villainles,
The breaking up of this organization by any
means and by all means was not only a publie
duty buta grivm virtue, and your indiguation at
those who broke it up Is the best evidence of
their virtues. By means of the cancus the candi-
dates for State Treasurer are forced by you and
your paper, and your eo-conapirators, toexpend
thousands of dollars to obtain the place, or to
give you the whole treasury of the State to be
used for venal purposes. There Is no attempl
to keep this fact o secret. You have been an
active dealer In  such  business for
more than ten vears, managiog in that
time (for before gl you were compara-
tively & poor man) Lo amass an immense
fortune, and which by far the greator portion
thereof, by this and other legislative and gov-
ernmenial rascalities, has come out of the
pockets of taxpayers or corporations that
sought leglslation at Harrisburg. All these gains
were accumulated to gorge the avarice and
greed of the vile body of men that the best
men In Pennsylvania now look upon as the
g«.um crlllzml of the age. I do not assert

at In the sale of the office of State Treasurer

Benators and Re tative, as a geuomi

, bave personally “stepped up to the cap-

thin
\ tain's office” and offered themselves for sale, or

thatin all cases they can show the profits of
thia disreputable traflie. In this boslpess she
mnTe war is controlled “in the wheel within
a wheel " such as youn managing to soll the votes
of new members, screwing up thelr foars and
ambitions to become members of committees
or the promiso of office for the support of Sena-
tors’ sud Representatives’' votes in elections of
Treasurers and other legislative commodities.

The men thua bartered fur, in many cases be-
fore they left home, were ignorant of knowin
it, or feared for their private legislation an
for their reputntinn in your paper too much to
complain of it. Your frowns and your fiatte-
ries, and those of your backers have had »
potential influence, Your paper has been used
as o siraw to tickle or 1o Uingle their ears, or aa
a penny whistle to please thelr fancy, or to
damn them amonget their constituents. Hun-
dreds, if not thousands, bave been bound hand
and foot, and voted to subserve the ends of your
frauds.

You could tell us now, George Bergner, if yon
would, the state of the negotintions of the rald
of gcven millions wpon the treasury now about
to take place, If those who have it in charge
will come down gracefully, their bill will suc-
ceed. If they do not, yon will crush it out, and
nnblughingly clalm that yon acted from public
consideraldons,

I shall continue this enbject, Doacon Bergner,
and I will be faithful to you, faithfal to the
people of Pennsylvanin, faithful to the Republi-
can party, thatmust perigh or get rid of you, nnd

DISASTER IN CHESAPEAKE BAY,
R . a—

Toinl Destruction by Fire of the Prepeller
Noew Jersey.

The Baltimore American of yesterday saye: —
Information was brought to this city on Satur
day morning by the steamer Loulelana, Captain
Hill, that while coming np the bay from Norfolk
a veseel, supposed to be a steamer, was dls-
covered about 4 o'clock that morning burned to
the water's edge off Sharp's Island. The same
information was communicated by Captain
Reybold, of the steamer Kennebec, from York
river, which paesed the burning vessel about 3
o'clock the same morning. The fact being made
known, a rumor prevailed throughout the city
that the burning steamer was the Matilda, Cap-
tain Kirwan, hence for Fredericksburg.
Another rumor, which proved to be correct,
as subsequently ascertained, had it that the
burning vessel was the propeller New Jarsey,
Captain A, K. Cralle, belonging to the Balti-
more Bteam Packet Company, used in the earry-
in uf‘uxlra freight between this port and Nor-
folk, Va.
From Captain 8mith, Superintendent of the
line, the following Eaﬂlculam of the destruction
of the New Jersey have been obtained:—

The propeller left here on Friday afterncor for
Norfolk with a large freight, conslsting of 1500
bushels corn, 60 tons of guano, meat and port In
barrels, and numerous other articles, While pro-
ceeding down the bay, and when about three miles
off Sharp's Island, at 1280 o'clock, the fact that the
vessel was on fire amidships in the freight-room,
between decks, became apparent o the captain and
mate, who smelled the smoke caused thereby. The
hatch was ralsed to allow of water being thrown
from the hose connecting with the fire apparatus so
a8 to extinguish the fire, but the fames galned such
rapld headway, reaching even up the masts and
burning the sails, as to compel them to retire, The
propelier was then rounded or turned to enable the
oMicers and crew—11 In numbar—to reach the stern,
where the two (uarter boats were secured, and
which betng lowered In the water they all embarked
in them. They were picked up by the steam tug
Pacitie, which was bringing them to this city when
the tug was met by the propeller Transit. The latter
vessel, belonging to the Norfolk Line, had on
board Captain Smith, superintendent, who had come
down to the namstance of her consort. To her the
ofMcers and crew were transferred and brought
to this city, resching hers In the afternoon.
The New Jersey continned to burn antll 10
o'clock Saturday morning, when she sunk in
ten fathoms water, The Louislana was aboat
slx miles distant from the  propeller when
the latter was observed on fire, The Kennebeo, on
lier wa¥ up an hour previous, about § A. M., also ob-
gerved the burning of the propeller, but as the latter
was already burned to the water's edge, no assist-
ance eculd be rendered. The New Jersey was of
about 474 tons megsurement, and valued at between
$30,000 and $85,000. She was Insured for one-half of
ber valoe, It was not ascertained whether any por-
tion of the freight was insared, The directors of the
company will deelde to-dsy whether to make an
attempt to have the propeller ratsed.

STARTLING CONFESSION.

A Man Arrested In Schuylkill County, Pa.,
Confesses Having Committed m Murder la
Alleghenys

The Pitsburg Commercial says: —

C. M. Darley, Esaq., District Attorney of
Bebuylkill county, has sent a telegram and
also o written letter to Chief of Police Hague,
informing him that there is & man under arrest
in Mahany City for some trivial crime; and
further, that since his incarceration he has
confessed to having murdered & man o short
distance back of Temperanceville, on Char-
tiers creek, in this eounty. The prisoner's
name is Michael Torley, alias “‘Buffer” Burns,
Mr. Hague states that he has made inguiries
about the matter, and found that the pr\wucr
was charged before a Temperanceville justice
with murdering a man named Brown in June,
1866, The murder, as Mr. Hague further learns,
was committed during a drunken row among
conl miners in thelocality known as the “Mining
Distriet” up Chartiers creek, in Chartiers town-
ship. The victim of the murder was stabbed
once or twice, and then thrown into the creek,
where the body was afterwards recovered. A
justice of the peace of the township held an in-
quest, and the result of the finding of the jury
placed the murder on the accused. Information
for murder was made agaiost him belore n Tem-
eranceville magistrate, asnd & warrant was
issued for the arrest of the accused. The eiti-
zens residing in the locality where the murder
occurred; ralsed o purse of $500, which they
offered a8 a reward for his upprehension, but he
succeeded in cluding arrest,and pursuit was glven
up, and the §300 was aftarwards doonted to a
Methodist church in Mansfield. A gentleman
connected with the church called at the Mayor's
office yesterday, and corroborated thls part of
Mr. Hague's statement.

Chief Hague visited Temperanceville yester-
day afternoon and had a pew warrant made ont
for the arrest of the accused. This, and also
letter to the District Attorney of Schuylkill
courty, was sent on yesterday, the letter re-
questing that the prisoner be beldin custody
nntil Tuesday next, at which dme Mr, Harue
will start to bring him here. The Distriot At-
torney of this county has #0 lnstructed Mr.
Hague, we believe. The Chief savs he dis-
tinatly recollects the murder, snd e {s confident
Burns is the right party.

DISTRESSING AFFAIR.

A Vpeotio

an Drown and Twe Hundred
Itness His Dylog Struglies.

Friday afternoon last, at 5 o'clock, a distress-
ing affair occurred at Dickson's Poud, near New-
burg, N. Y., in the drowning of a young man
named Thomas MeCullough, in full sight of two
hundred people who were on the pond. It
seems that Mr, McCullough,fin company with a
friend, came up from New Windsor early in the
afternoon for the 'Eurpoaa of skating on the
nd, and enjoved themselves for several hours
that recreation. In the course of the after-
noon anumber of persons broke through the
ice and some of them were only saved with the
greatest difficulty. When it was seen that
the sport was atiended with danger, that
the ice wns not thick enough for safety,
many left the pond. The deceased and
his friend, however, continued skating,
and at about 5 o'clock both of them broke
through the ice within a few feet of each other,
and at a point opposite Mr, Odell's ice-house.
Mr. Mcl:uuouﬁhufrlend by dint of swlmmlnﬁ
and breaking his way through the ice manage
to got where the water was shallow and madé
his way out But Mr. McCullough was less for-
tunate. He s led in the water for some
time, the ice breaking awsy under his grasp.
He had fallen in where the water was very deep.
At first he seemed confident, as did those who
were walching him, that he would succeed in
getting out on the ice, and he s led on with-
out uttering a word. But it soon became evi-
dent that strength was failing.
There were at time from one hundred and
nfts' to two hundred persons on the pond. Ropes
and planks were broaght and thrown out to him,
and now every effort that could be made was
made to gave him, His comrade ealled out to
him to keep up his courage, and help would soon
reach him, but the drowning man made no
answer, and kept uruggligf on. He grasped a
rope that was thrown to him, and an effort was
made to draw him out of the water, but his be-
numbed fingers could not retaln hold of the
rope, and it was pulled away from him, in
and again was it thrown to him, and with the
same frultless results, Parties ngprouched to
within twenty feet of him, and pushed out
boards to him, but he was unable (o avall him-
self of the help thus offered. His strength was
now almost spent. A boal was got ont from the
shore, but this ald came too Iate. The drown-
ing i.ym;uth was seen to open his lips—which all
the time of this struggle for life, ten minntes,
had been kept tightly closed —and attempted to
speak, but what he desired to say never reached
e ears of the bystanders, for just then his
stroggles ceased and he disappeared heneath
the surface,
